To  The  Administration  and  Faculty: 


The  most  important  things  to  be  learned  in  school  are  often  the  least  ob- 
vious— not  the  intricate  equations  of  chemistry  and  mathematics,  the  names 
and  dates  of  history,  or  the  grammatical  rules  of  English,  but  rather  the  more 
subtle,  sometimes  intangible,  social  and  intelleaual  disciplines.  These  cannot 
be  learned  from  textbooks  and  teaching  machines,  but  only  from  the  sort  of 
dedicated,  inspired  teachers  that  characterize  the  Lasell  faculty.  We  have  been 
taught  to  question  what  we  are  told,  not  to  accept  it  blindly — to  think,  not  to 
vegetate — to  be  creative,  not  repetitive. 

We  have  been  taught  that  understanding,  rather  than  a  high  average,  is  the 
real  goal  of  education.  If  the  first  is  achieved,  the  second  will  follow;  but  with- 
out understanding,  grades  are  meaningless. 

Such  an  academic  environment  as  has  been  created  by  our  teachers  and  ad- 
ministrators is  not  unique  in  American  colleges,  but  it  is  certainly  extraordinary.

Several  times  during  this  year  meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Dean's  house  in  an 
attempt  to  bring  students  and  faculty  closer  together.  Discussions  were  open  to  any 
topic  and  to  anyone  with  something  to  say.  Faculty  honestly  answered  questions  and 
in  turn,  sought  the  answers  to  such  questions  as  "What  kind  of  things  bother  Lasell 
students?"  "Do  you  think  the  communication  barrier  between  students  and  faculty  arise 
naturally  out  of  age  differences  or  is  there  another  reason?"

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"I  believe  deeply  that  this  generation  of  students,  despite  the 
greenness  of  their  years,  is  ready  to  labor  for  a  life  fit  for  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  God,  not  merely  for  themselves,  but  for  their 
brethren  everywhere." 


"Truly  I  believe  that  if  all  of  us  who  know  and  love  Lasell — trustees,  faculty, 
administration,  alumnae,  parents — and  students,  most  of  all — work  toward 
some  such  vision,  then  our  graduates  will  take  from  us  the  gift  of  abundant 
joy.  In  this  fearful  century  of  change,  where  the  hooves  of  the  Four  Horsemen 
are  still  a  ghostly  thunder  at  the  edge  of  darkness,  may  each  of  our  young 
women  say,  in  paraphrase  of  Wordsworth:  'Bliss,  is  it  in  this  dawn  to  be 
alive;  and  oh!  to  be  young  is  very  heaven.' " 

Perhaps  a  man's  own  words  are  better  able  to  charaaerize  him  than  most 
biographical  paragraphs. 

For  Lasell  students  this  year.  Dr.  DeBaun's  words  have  been  truly  a  refleaion 
of  his  thoughts — taking  aim  where  action  is  needed,  and  understanding  where 
questions  arise;  igniting  spirit  with  the  warmth  of  a  smile;  and  voicing  puzzle- 
ment with  his  eyes.  His  words  will  not  be  ignored,  for  they  edge  their  way 
under  one's  skin  and  irritate  until  being  well  considered.
